The United Fund campaign 
to raise $8,598,842 was opened 
officially today at a breakfast 
meeting attended by leaders of 
the drive at Hotel Statler. 

Hugh A. Logan, general cam- 
paign chairman, exhorted work- 
ers to “give this campaign ev- 
erything you've got” and lead- 
ers of the major religious faiths 
urged the community to give 
generously to provide for the 
1958 needs of the 127 health, 
welfare and character-building 
agencies participating. The 
goal is 4.2 per cent larger than 
last year’s. 

Clergymen who discussed the 
spiritual ‘significance of the 
drive at the breakfast meeting 
were Catholic Auxiliary Bishop 
Leo C. Byrne; the Rev. Allen 
E. Hackett, minister of Pilgrim 
Congregational Church, and 
Rabbi Bernard Lipnick, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Rabbinical 
Association. 

Must Show Courage. 

Bishop Byrne, referring to 
the Fund’s “brave gift” cam- 
paign theme, asserted that 
“both the economically weak 
and the economically strong will 
be asked to show more than or- 
dinary courage to face the re- 
sponsibility of this year’s goal. 
I think the success of the 
United Fund will be assured if 
its spiritual significance is 
shown. After all, bravery is 
primarily a spiritual thing. 

“Modern Davids are confront- 
ing Goliaths of poverty and ill- 
ness and loneliness of spirit. It

the world. 


In a broadcast tonight the 
Moscow radio said that the bat- 
teries powering the radio trans- 

mitter on the satellite had been 
‘counted on “for only a few

| The radio beam from the sat- 
ellite was first noted faltering 
last night when it apparently 
stuck and emitted a steady note 
instead of the intermittent 
pulses. It returned to normal 
Shortly afterwards. 

Sounds Like Dog. 
The BBC said it “stuck” 
again around midnight and the 
tone, sometimes described as 
cricketlike, changed to some- 
thing resembling the yelp of an 
injured dog. By 7 a.m. it was 
back to normal and the signal 
came in loud and clear. 
* The BBC said the faltering 
apparently was caused by a 
fault in the keying device of 
the satellite's transmitter. 

A spokesman at the Cam- 
bridge University laboratory, 
which has mantained a round- 
the-clock watch on the satellite 
said the signal became continu- 
ous around 9 p.m. but later re- 
sumed its norma! signal.

IN WARSAW GOES 
INTO FIFTH NIGH 


WARSAW, Oct. 8 (AP)—For 
the fifth straight night street 
fighting broke out in this Com- 
munist capital, but the anti- 
government demonstrators had 
dwindled from a mass student 
protest to a small crowd of oth- 
er civilians. 

About 100 police charged last 
night’s jeering crowd of about 
1000 with clubs after a teen- 
age gang set a wooden flower 
kiosk afire. Forty persons were 
reported arrested in the clash 
outside the Palace of Culture. 

The disorders began last 
Thursday night, when police 
broke up a university student 
demonstration against suppres- 
sion of the student newspaper 
Po Prostu for criticizing the 
Communist government. After 
another clash Friday night, or- 
ganized students took no fur- 
ther part and persons de- 
scribed by the police as rowdies 
moved in. 

Communist authorities kept 
up a press campaign demand- 
ing severe penalties for dem- 
onstrators. Officials said about 
150 persons were detained Sat- 
urday night, at least six Thurs- 
day and more Sunday. Total ar- 


-|rests and casualties have not 


been announced. 

The students’ committee at 
its hostel said 10 students are 
unaccounted for. The commit- 
tee apparently intends to ne- 
gotiate for their release. 

A resolution by the Univer- 
sity Youth Union called for 
quiet. It said: “We condemn the 
riots but at the same time con- 
sider that they were the logical 
consequence of militia inter- 
ference, inconsiderate action of 
students and lack of proper or- 
ganization.” 

A communique from the 
Communist-run Central Com- 
mittee of the Union of Socialist 
Youth also said: “We are con- 
vinced that these deplorable 
events would have been avoided 
by frank political discussion 
without the use of force.”

MERIT PAY PLAN 
FOR SERVICEMEN 
TO START IN 1958 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP) 
The Pentagon said yesterday 
the plan to give merit pay in- 
creases to a limited number of 
enlisted service men will be put 
into effect early next year. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson 
announced the plan months ago 
but the Budget Bureau held up 
the proposal while studying the 
impact on military spending. 
The Pentagon said that the plan

Enlisted men will get pay in- 
creases equivalent to what they 
would get by promotion to one 
or two higher grades if their 
work is outstanding.

In a summary of a lecture 
yesterday at the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences, Dr. Chapman 
said his studies “greatly modify 
out conceptions of the outer 
atmosphere.” 

He said they show that the 
outer atmosphere extends “far 
beyond where it has previ- 
ously been thought to end.” 

The sun’s atmosphere, known 
as the corona, is composed of 
protons and electrons from the 
sun’s hydrogen atoms, of helium 
and of a small proportion of 
very highly ionized metallic 
atoms, Chapman said. The co- 
rona also emits X-rays and 
radio waves. 

The corona, he said, has “an 
astonishingly high temperature, 
of the order of 1,000,000 de- |

called whistlers, generated by 
thunderstorms in the earth's 
lower atmosphere. These whis- 
tler signals can travel along 
the earth's magnetic lines of 
force to heights of many thous- 
ands of kilometers above the 
Equator and bounce back and 
forth between Northern and | 
Seuthern Hemispheres.” | 

“Chapman said the corona re- 
mains hot throughout the great 
distances it covers. Beyond 
the earth's atmosphere, he said, 
“its temperature is on the order 
350,000 degrees fahrenheit. 

Between the outer earth at- 
mosphere and the corona, he 
said, “there is probably a layer 
of nearly neutral atomic hydro- 
gen, several tens of thousands 
of kilometers thicks” which 
equalizes the flow of heat 
downward toward the earth. 

He said the earth’s magnetic 
field at high levels also hinders 
the flow of heat around the 
earth’s atmosphere in the Equa- 
torial regions but the heat can 
flow freely toward the magnetic 
poles. 

Chapman said the corona has 
density of about 1000 electrons 
and 1000 protons per cubic cen- 
timeter.

Russian earth satellite: 


New York Times—Our lives 
are not immediately changed 
by the existence of an artificial 
metallic satellite, about 23 
inches in diameter, moving 
through space 560 miles above 
the earth’s surface at the rate 
of 18,000 miles an hour and 
pinging, beeping or chirping 
as it passes over. But this man- 
guided flight toward inter- 
planetary space is a portent of 
enormous significance for man’s 
long future and for tomorrow 
and the day after tomorrow of 
this nation. 

We have been traveling with 
ever-increasing speed toward 
the day when man will have 
almost complete control over 
his environment. The creature 
who descended from a tree or 
crawled gut of a cave a few 
thousand years ago is now on 
the eve of incredible journeys. 
Yet it is not these journeys that 
chiefly matter. Will we be hap- 
pier for seeing the other side 
of the moon or strolling among 
the Martian meadows of As- 
phodel? 

The truth is at once more 
ominous, more exacting and 
more enchanting. The greatest 
adventure of all is not to go 
to the moon or to explore the 


rings of Saturn. It is, rather, to |: - 


understand the heart and soul 
of a man and to turn away | 
from wrath and destruction | 


scientific knowledge and under- 
standing. Generously, he says 
that the Soviet Union “will be 
most happy to see the United 
States launch its own satellite” 
and he believes that both the 
Russian and American devices 
will be “of great service to 
science.” 

In their common endeavor 
to unlock the secrets of the 
physical universe, scientists 
have been able to bridge the 
moat of misunderstanding that 
now divides—and in times past 
has divided—governments and 
peoples. Political leaders must 
similarly find common ground 
to harmonize our differences or 
we shall certainly destroy our- 
selves through the destructive 
application of the magnificent 
findings of the men of science. | 

What the Russian satellite 
proves above all else as it 
circles the globe at a height of | 
560 miles and a speed of 18,000 
miles an hour is that ours is | 
hot only one world but our uni- | 
verse is also one. And if the | 
atomic bomb and the ballistic 
missile left us precious little 
place in which to hide, the 
space satellite has eliminated 
even that.

Sinister Moon? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This letter is being written an 
hour after the United States Naval 
Observatory’s confirmation of the 
existence of a Russian artficial satel- 
lite circling the earth in a polar 
orbit at an altitude of 560 miles. 

A simple calculation using the re- 
leased transit time of 96 minutes 
shows the velocity of the satellite 
to be better than 18,000 miles an 
hour or five plus miles a second. 
This means that in one step 
U.S.S.R, has approached the seven 
- miles per second velocity needed for 
complete escape from the earth. 

Oct. 4 becomes with this an- 
nouncement one of the most signif- 
icant days in i history of man and 
marks the beginning of the major 
assault on space. 

We can well ask why the United 
States was not the first to launch an 
artificial satellite. Fully a year ago, 
“we suddenly awoke to the harsh re- 
‘ality of Russian progress in this field 
and the President ordered our satel- 
lite program onto a crash basis. 

Yet existing rockets at the Army’s 
Redstone Arsenal are capable and 
have been capable for nearly a year 
of launching a satellite. Specific di- 
rectives from the Pentagon have or- 
dered the Army to halt any satellite 
‘plans, while Secre Wilson has 
continued to shave budget in 
this area and maintain the question- 
able validity of his bureaucratic deci- 
sion to prevent the Army from en- 
tering this field. 

The blunt frightening fact is this: 
There is now a Russian satellite in 
the sky and it is in our sky. A So 
viet drone plane at 15,000 feet above 
a United States city would be con- 
strued immediately as an act of war. 
A Soviet satellite is scarcely no- 
ticed by the people I talked to this 
evening after the Russian announce- 
ment. 

If a satellite of some 150 pounds 
ean be orbited, an atomic or fusion 
bomb can be orbited and in the 
present rapid-transit lar orbit, 
such a bomb could reach any target 
‘on the face of the earth. It would 
be just as easy for the U.S.S.R. to 
“bomb St. Louis as it now is to bomb 
Warsaw. 

The present failure of the United 
States defense program is not se- 
rious. We are matched fairly well 
with the U.S.S.R. in rocket technol- 
ogy. But we cannot afford to lose 
any more races. The next failure 
may well be fatal.

The outcome of the controversy which has 
arisen between a House investigating subcom- 
mittee and the Civil Aeronautics Board may set

If the investigators are denied access to essen- 
tial information, as Representative Moulder of 
Camdenton charges, they may never be able to 
answer the question with which Speaker Ray- 
burn of Texas proposed the investigation: Have 
laws regulating business been “repealed” by the 
way they are being administered? ; 

The CAB says it has given the Moulder sub- 
committee staff communications and memos to 
the board and other inter-office records. . It says 
its recent memo to its employes setting forth 
what records could not be offered to the sub- 
committee is not rigid and final. The restric- 
tions listed there, it says, are only intended to 
specify what documents should not automatically 
be shown to investigators, though they may be 
made available later by decision of CAB 
authoritiés. 

The three classes of data on the proscribed 
list are: 1. Communications among board 
members and assistants relating to matters on 
which the board has acted. 2. Communications 
between CAB and the White House, including 
the President. 3. Personal files of board 
members. , 

Here the investigators and investigated are 
involved in a delicate matter of degrée. If the 
investigators penetrate the minimum privacy 
which any organization must maintain for study 
and discussion in order to come to decisions, 
they will damage the agency. If they do not go 
far enough to learn the answers they havé come 
after, they will stultify their investigation. And 
unquestionably the CAB itself is not the best 
judge’ of where the dividing line should be 
drawn. 

Perhaps more pertinent still, if the CAB can- 
not be fully investigated by Congress, by what 
authority can it be fully investigated? As an 
independent agency, CAB is not in or under the 
control of any executive department. It is not 
a part of the executive branch of-the Govern- 
ment under the President. It is an arm of the 
legislative branch—of Congress. 

If CAB were, like the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration, in the Commerce Department, there 
would be both reason and precedent for refusal 
to surrender to Congress papers which in the. 
discretion of the executive branch should not 
be allowed to go outside that branch. 

But an arm of Congress that would not sur- 
render all its documents even to Congress would 
be an agency over which there was no effective 
governing authority at all. Since most of- the 
regulatory agencies are similarly situated, the 
success or failure of the Moulder subcommittee 
in getting from the CAB the information it 
deems pertinent may have the most far-reaching 
effects on the wholg investigation.

Lost Warning on the Satellite 
The measure of Russia’s scientific achievement 
in launching the first space satellite is given to 
some degree in the Mirror of Public Opinion 
article on this page. There a rocket specialist 


describes the complex difficulties which the 


United States faced-in its own satellite program, 
and notes that the polar orbit chosen by the 
Russians makes their program even more 
difficult. .. 

At this point there is absolutely no reason to 
pretend that the United States, along with the 
rest of the world, was not surprised by Russia's 
startling conquest of gravity. The propaganda 
risk of letting the Soviet Union be first to launch 
a satellite were known at least five months be- 
fore President Eisenhower announced our own 
program. For in March, 1955, Stewart Alsop 
described preliminary thinking in Washington 
and said: 

The prospect of permitting Russia to get 
the first artificial satellite into space 
seemed more intolerable the more the 
problem was considered. The Russians then 
would gain enormous prestige in the scien- 
tific world, as well as registering a huge 
propaganda victory, if they were the first 
to break the bonds of gravity. 

That is what the Russians did. Realism cer- 
tainly compels that admission, and the realistic 
view is the only one that will enable the United 
States to catch up with and surpass Russia's 
success. 
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Visitor From Pennsylvania 

Pennsylvania’s veteran Republican Congress- 
man, Richard M. Simpson, has been out to Jef- 
ferson City to see what is wrong with the G.O-P.

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In the Sky and Under Water Too 


In the midst of the surprise and bewilder- 
ment over Soviet Russia’s spectacular achieve- 


ing to recent Pentagon statements Soviet Russia 
: has a fleet of approximately 500 submarines and 
is believed to have a goal of 1200. 

The Germans came near winning in two world 
wars as their U-boats went into the ascendancy 
only to be beaten down by the anti-submarine 
warfare-of the Allies, Since World War II ended 
Soviet Russia has developed a submarine fleet 
twice as big as that of the United States and 
eight times as big as the Nazi U-boat fleet of 
1939. 

There has been much comment on this Rus- 
sian development, but with secrecy in this field 
at a maximum it is not often that the outsider 
can even obtain a well-informed estimate of the 


situation. The navies of séveral of the North * 


Atlantic Treaty Organization nations, which 
have been engaged in war games in European 
waters, have been working intensively on sub- 
marine warfare. 

The U.S.S. Nautilus, the only atomic-powered 
submarine participating, was far more effective 
than the Diesel-engined craft; leading to pre- 
dictions that underwater warfare will become 
much more difficult when the atomic submarine 
becomes common. The Undersea Warfare 
Division of the Navy recently issued 9 statement 
that it is developing “a new technique of effec- 
tive search for submarines,” and has new anti- 
submarine weapons of “extremely igh effec- 
tiveness,” gpparently referring to the seldom- 
mentioned atomic depth bomb. 

Yet the Russian submarines, with their capa- 
bility for guided missile warfare added to the 
skills shown by the Nazi U-boat fleet, are some- 
thing to be taken seriously. Perhaps the Rus- 
sians too have the atomic submarine. They may 
be more advanced than we are in anti-submarine 
warfare and, more important, in countering anti- 
submarine warfare. 

Even though the Russian submarines should 
never be used in warfare they are paying divi- 
dends presently because they extend the 
range of Soviet military power to areas where 
only a few years ago Moscow had little or none. 
Increased range of military power means in- 
creased range of national influence. Thus Mos- 
cow is strengthening its hand in the game of 
power politics now going on. 

‘There is a double reason for the United States 
to push its progress in the field of anti-subma- 
rine warfare and especially to allow no false 
economy in necessary research and development. 
By countering the Soviet submarine fleet, the 
United States would strengthen its national de- 
fenses and also reduce the zone of Moscow's 
political influence. 
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One County, on Guard 
A county in South Carolina has purchased 
nine submachine guns so that its sheriff and his 
deputies can fight off any “invasion” of federal 
troops prompted by integration or similar issues. 
No invasion is contemplated, but the Carolinians 
are standing on county rights, and no doubt their 
. sheriff is practicing the Rebel Yell and the wav- 
ing of the Dixie Battle Flag. But before this 
one county prepares to besiege Fort Sumter or 
to recall Gen. Beauregard, there is one warlike 
preparation which it simply has to make, and 
that is to change its name. Its name is Union 
county, and Jeff Davis forbid. 
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And First in Livestock Too 

The National Stock Yards at the northeastern 
edge of East St. Louis is a most important agri- 
cultural marketing asset of the St. Louis area. 
How important it is can be judged from its cur- 
rent salable receipts of livestock. In September 
the Illinois yards topped all markets in the na- 
tion in salable receipts of cattle, calves, hogs and 
sheep for the third month in a row. The live- 
stock market in St. Paul was second and that in 
Chicago was third. 

This is a demonstration of what J. D. Sykes, 
Ralston Purina Co. vice president, was talking 
about when he told the St. Louis Rotary Club 
that agriculture probably accounts for about

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Welcome New Road Marker 

The federal Bureau of Public Roads has an- 
nounced a new addition to the nation’s system 
of marking highways, and in view of the vast 
number of highway markers it might be asked 
whether the new signs are for the motorist’s 
edification or confusion. The former should 
prevail. 

These new signs are for the federal interstate 
highways—40,000 miles of them—yet to be built. 
Since Uncle Sam will pay 90 per cent of the 
cost of these roads, and since they will be for 
the most part divided, limited-access superhigh- 
ways, they certainly deserve a _ significant 
insignia. 

So the Government will mark interstate routes 

’ with signs in the form of a shield, red across 
_the top with the word “Interstate” in white, and 
blue and white for the highway number below. 
This -tri-colored shield is, of course, different 
from the present black-and-white federal high- 
way shield which lists the name of the state on 
top and’ the road number below.

If an alumnus of the first 
Affton school of 1857 could 
return to survey the situation, 
he wouldn't believe his eyes. 
Even those who have been 
around to see the changes find 
it hard to believe. 

Affton will celebrate the 
centennial of its school dis- 
trict this week end (Oct. 11-12- 
14), complete with beards, Ger- 
man band and the opening of 
the cornerstone. While all of St. 
Louis county has its history of 
growth, theirs is something to 
celebrate. A hundred years 
ago the school system consisted 
of a one-room rock building in 
a farming community. As 
recently as 25 years ago when 
Charlies J. Mesnier became 
superintendent, there were 
fewer than 300 students, 12 
teachers and several grades 
were taught in one room. 

Today there are 3358 stu- 
dents, a faculty of 152, three 
elementary schools, a junior 
high school, a new senior high, 
a new elementary school under 
construction, and a new junior 
high in the p 

“The community changed 
and the students along with 
it,” says Mesnier. “I can 
remember when truck gardeners 
used to come in and say their 
child had finished school. I 
knew that meant eight grade. 
Now practically all the young- 
sters go to high school and last 
year 54 per cent of our high 
school graduates went on to 
college.” 

The only thing that remains 
the same in the schoo] district 
are the names for many are 
descendants of early settlers in 
the community which was named 
for Johann Aff, proprietor of 
the general store at Ten Mile 
House. Thanks to some of these 
families, faculty member 
Clement Orf and Mary Lou 
Biggs, wife of Patrons’ Associa- 
tion president Don Biggs, have 
compiled a history of the area 
for the centennial. 

Affton’s story begins with a 
Scotsman, Kenneth MacKenzie, 
who immigrated toe.America in 
the 1820s, made a fortune as a 
fur trader and decided to settle 
down as a farmer. He purchased 
3000 acres from Gregorie 
Sarpy, who had received a large 
grant from the Spanish king 
before the Louisiana Purchase. 

MacKenzie’s property was 
bounded by Gravois road. 
Laclede Station road, Hazel 
avenue, and the River des Peres. 
Gravois (the Road to Fenton, 
it was called then) became a 
state road about that time and 
in a tremendously revolutionary 
step, the Legislature voted funds 
to macadamize the plank sur- 
face. By the time Ulysses S. 
Grant was riding along Gravois 
to his log house, the MacKenzie 
and other estates were being 
divided into smaller holdings 
for the farmers who were mov- 
ing into the area. More families 
meant more children, and there 

was a need for schools. 

The county court’of St. Louis 
county authorized a survey te 
determine school districts in

1853. A school organization was 
developed in Affton in 1855, 
and the McKenzie schoo] (ap- 
parently named for the first 
settler although the spelling is 
different) was built in 1857. 

There no documents or rec- 
ords of the schools earlier than 
1900. The only data is a nota- 
tion on ruled notepaper in 
spidery handwriting which 
says: “First McKenzie school 
property bought from Jos. 
Gartside and wife 4th day of 
Oct. 1855, W. Watson, Hy. 
Grate, and U. Wise trustees, 
cost $200. Recorded book 169 
page 165. First school was 
erected 1857.”

HERE is a picture of the 

first rock building with two 

teachers, 56 students, and 
one horse posed in front of it. 
During the 1880s this was re- 
placed by a two-room frame 
structure. Students of this era 
skated on Neier pond across 
the street, walked to Sapping- 
ton road for German lessons 
which were required and trav- 
eled to the County Court House 
for four days of examinations 
in order to qualify for a diplo- 


ma. 

This building was partially 
destroyed by fire and in 1904 a 
four-room brick building was 
erected. This sufficed until 1929 
when four more rooms were 
added. In 1930 they offered high 
school classes for the first time, 
in the basement rooms. 

In the fall of 1953, Mesnier 
came to Affton from Hancock 
High School in Lemay. Born and 
brought up in the same south 
St. Louis neighborhood as 
Mayor Tucker, Mesnier was a 
member of the first Susan Blow 
kindergarten at Des Peres 
school, later attended Blow 
school and Cleveland High 
School. His father was a 
builder active in politics. His 
mother had been a_ teacher 
and all four of the children at- 
tended college, the. three boys 
Washington University, the girl 
Harris Teachers College. Later 
Mesnier took an M.A. degree, 
did graduate work at Columbia 
and Missouri VU.

PARIS. 

ITTLE puddles sparkled in the morning sun. The city 

had been scrubbed in a warm shower in the night. Now, 

white suds floated high over the Place de La Concorde. 
The Hotel Crillon— where 1 stay —looked like a granite 
doughnut with a square 
hole in the center. The 
little taxis, the Vespa mo- 
torcycles, snorted idly at 
the red lights and then, 
on the green, charged 
away in bedlam. 

To the right of the ho- 
tel, an American flag hung 
listlessly in front of the 
Embassy. A youngster 
named Lindbergh once 
slept a long sleep there. 
Two gendarmes, with 
white nightsticks, walked 
up and down the Champs 
Elysees, oblivious to the 
russet leaves over their 
heads and blind to Eiffel’s 
tower, which stands over 
the trees like a dark salt 
cellar.

LAST NIGHT I went to dinner at Maxim’s. My guide 
was Miss Constance Cook, an Australian journalist who is 
married to a baron. The doorman, the headwaiter, the hat- 
check girls greeted Miss Cook as though she had been in 
exile. A torrent of happy French words cascaded from the 
colof€d glass ceiling to the dance floor. There were em- 
braces.

My French is limited to merci. It is my one word, and 
it will have to do. Maxim’s served iced shrimp whole—not 
peeled—in an ice bucket.

Seattle: Radio Signals Are Explained 


Lieutenant Goes Ashore, Finds Nobody Alive, Window Frame Tipped by Wind Hitting Sending Key

Ww -FIVE DAYS later, 
U.S.S. . Scorpion was ap- 
proaching the first objective 
of her cruise. It was 10 days 
since, she had submerged 30 
degrees south of the equator. 
She had made her landfall at 
San Nicolas Island off Los An- 
geles and had given the city 
a wide berth, troubled about un- 
known minefields.

EOPLE are apt to think of 
Dante as a shy poet who 
loved a young woman named 
Beatrice, but who failed to make 
a real effort to win her regard. 


Dante was shy in regard to 
Beatrice, but he was an impor- 
tant figure in Florence and 
showed strong feelings in 
political life. He joined the 
party of the Whites, and strug- 
gled against the Blacks. 

At that time Florence and 
the land around made up a 
“city-state.” There were other 
city-states in northern Italy, 
including Venice and Genoa. 


The Whites and Blacks con- 
tended in Florence. Dante's 
party won an election, and 
Dante became one of the city 
priors. During his term, the 
priors voted to exile various 
men who were accused of hav- 
ing caused trouble.

THAT was far from the end 
of the story. The exiles came 
back, and there was rioting in 
the streets. A French army 
marched -to Florence, and 
helped the Blacks to win a 
lasting victory. 

Dante was ordered into ex- 
ile. Several years before that, 
following the death of Bea- 
trice, he had married a young 
woman named Gemma Donati. 
‘Among their children was a 
daughter named Beatrice. 
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WHEN the sentence of exile 
was passed, Dante was away 
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on a trip in Rome. He was 37 
years old at the time. It seems 
that never again (unless in 
disguise) did the et return 
to his native city. He left his 
wife and children in Florence 
where relatives could give the 
better care than could be pro¢ 
vided by an exile. : 

Stories have been told about 
Dante visiting Paris and Lon- 
don during the years which 
followed. We are without proof 
that such visits took place. It 
is clear, in any case, that he 
spent most of his time in Ver- 
ona, Bologna, Milan and other 
places in northern Italy.
